These data are derived from the ECO entry and exit ratings that SPOEs have reported to the Department of Elementary and 
Secondary Education (DESE). For children who exited First Steps in 2012-13, the entry and exit ratings were linked, using IDs, in 
order to determine the child’s “outcome” in each of the three areas. The tables provide the number and percent of children in the 
five outcomes, along with summary statements for the three outcome areas. Children who have been in First Steps for less than 
six months are not included in the data. The outcomes and summary statements were all defined by the federal Office of Special 
Education Programs (OSEP), and are required for the State Performance Plan (SPP) Indicator 3.
